Vancouver ,May 29—A crude hur- 
riedly made mask, a torn piece ot 
cloth, and an old revolver are held by 
the police in connection with the ar- 
rest of Joseph Blackie’ Seymour, 
Seymour was captured by the police, 
with three other men following the 
death of Constable Archibald on a 
vacant Powell street lot, 

The mask was found in the brush 
not twenty feet away'from the spot 
where Constable archibald drew his 
last breath yesterday morning when 
he was murdered in Powell street by 
thugs. 

The cloth from which they say the 
mask has been torn was found in 
Seymour's shack it is said Seymour 
had admitted to the police that he 
had fired some shots on the night of 
the murder, but the man’s story is so 
complicated that the police do not 
know whether or not to believe him. 
He claims he was home at ten o'clock 
but the other wen give different ver- 
sions. Seymour told the officers that 
he had bought the revolver recently. 

It was first thought that no bullets 
had been fired from the gun, but a 
close exumination of the barrel _show- 
ed that bullets had been fired from 
two chambers and the gun had been 
re-filled. The bullets found in Sey 
mour's revolver are said to be similar 
to those taken from the body of the 
murdered constable.
